For many years the Hongkong ' 
Jockey Club, similarly yace clubs 
in China proper, have raced the 
Tartar pony—miscalled the China

from | the breeding grounds in the 


district of San Petz. For the most 
Part, they have been of vary 
similar type, though of recent years 
it has been obvious that.many of 
the ponies seen on the race-course 
are far closer allied to the Arab or 
thoroughbred than a decade ago. * 

Since 1916, there has been a 
migration of the- Russians ‘and 
Buriats to the South with their 
herds, which have been raided and 
commandecred by the Bolsheviki 
north of Mongolia. Mr. H. E. 
Morriss, the well-known owner 
and rider of Shanghai, who 


was in Mongolia in the sum- 
mer of 1922, ran across huge 
mobs of these ponies even 
further south than San Petz, These 
animals, bred by the Russians and 
Burjats, are bigger. than’ .the 
classwe have been used’ ‘to, 


owing to having been reaised under |. 


better conditions—the Mongols 
estimate that 20 per cent. of their 
stock dice every winter. While 
true that it.is probable these ponies 
have a larger percentage of foreign 
“China-pony’”-we 
have beon used to, political causes 
and war have driven them south in 
such large quantities that they 
are bound to find their way into 
thelocal markets, Already a nume 
ber of the new type have found 
their way to Shanghal, and some 
are.now in the Colony. - Their ad- 
vent has Yaised the cry that they 
are not “China ponies. ” T take it 


thata China pony isa China pony 
Provided he'is tred in the same 
territory that former China ponies 
were bred In. Personal opinions,

shaggy: winter coat, the profuse 
mane and tail, the ewe neck, all of 
Fhich go towards - ‘making the 
‘China pony” the distinct type 
that it is.” Mr. Sowerby con- 
tinues :— 

Now to definea “ China pony,” 
meaSurements of the head, neck, 
chest, barrel, and leg of a large 
number of ponies should be 
taken, If it be:found that there 

_is:not much variation in these 
measurements, or that they are 
proportionate in each individual, 
and that they differ markedly 
from the same measurements io 
other known breeds of horses 
and ponies, then it will be easy 
enough to lay down a definition, 
and to say that to be considered 
a“ China pony”’an animal must 
conform to certain measurements 
of head, neck, chest, barrel, and 
leg, allowing a certain margin

‘The verses for: the Epistle are 
taken fromthe Romans, In that 
treatise St. Paul dealt with certain 
great theologicaltruths. His main 
theme is the explanation of righte- 
ousness, and of the way ‘in which 
God has revealed ‘his purpose of 


giving righteousness to men, Buty 


when the apostle has completed 
his theological argument he turns 
to some very practical consider- 
ations concerning the duties that 
the individual owes to, the society 
in which he lives, and.of which he 
is 2 member. ‘The Epistle appoint 
ed for two Sundays ago, and taken 
from the same chapter dealt with 
one of these, the duty of the 
individual to thesauthorities of his 
state. The Epistle for to-day deals 


.with the duties of the individual to 


his fellow-men, The expression 
with which he dpens is: well cal- 
culated to arrest the  atten- 
tion of the reader. “Take care,” 
he says in effect, “to pay all your 
debts to your neighbour, but re- 
member that there is one debt 
which it is‘ your duty to try to dis- 
charge, although it is certain that 
you can never discharge it in its 
full amount.” 

It cannot be discharged complete= 
ly, because love is the perfect rela- 
tionship between the members of 
Christ’s Kingdom, and this King- 
dom is never ,fully realised on 
earth, The imperfect relationship 
men try to adjust by means of Jaw, 
but these adjustments are never 
wholly satisfactory, t because they 
touch so small a part of man’s per- 
sonality. Too often law only ad- 
justs the part that is superficial and 
never reaches down to the roots of 
the difficulty. Jesus Christ, there- 
fore, in his revelation. of what 
true relationships must be, has 
replaced law by two other forces; 
one dealing with the relationship 
between men and God, and this 


new force is faith; and ‘the other. 


dealing with the relationship bet- 
ween men and his fellows, and this 
new force is love. 

Love does away with law, be- 
cause, where love is the motive, 
the relationship is not being con- 
tinually placed under a severe 
strain, and therefore-does not need 
constant readjustment. For men 
dco not .harm those whom they 
really and truly love, and the need 
for readjustment only arises, where 
men have harmed, instead of help= 
ing their fellowmen. Where all 
the motives are honest and true and 
helpful, there will not be the break- 


’ down of a'true relationship. The 


Apostle emphasises his teaching 
by calling attention tothe nearness 
of Christ’ completed Kingdom. 
To. him the day of the Lord was 
just breaking: the stn of righteous» 
ness was just about to reappeor. 
This at any rate is always true for 
the individual Christian ; to him his 


Lord’s coming is a matter of days, 


or wecks or at the most-a few 
years,
